ORS MEET 


IN REGULAR SESSION. 


House And Senate Organize And Get Busy, 


Gov. 


Comer Sends Interesting Message. 


Alabama’s legislature got to 

work in regular session Tuosday. 

Senator Hugh Morrow, of Bir- 
mingham, was selected as Presi- 
dent pro. tem of the Senate. 

Judge Almon, of Colbert was 
elect:d speaker of the house. 

Gov. Comer’s message was re- 
ceived. It isa Jengthy docament 
and io it Gov. Comer showa that 
ho still believes in ‘‘my policies”’ 
and hasn’t any opoligies to make 
for what he has done or what he 
attempted todo. 

On the railroad question the 
Governor has much to say to just- 
tify his course. Ho gives the to- 
tal cost of the railroad cases to 
the state at about $75,000 cf this 
amount two thirds went in law- 
yers’ tees aud one third for court 

osts. 

In referring to Judge Jones he 
sads: Four years ago a federal 
district or circuit judge could 
pactically tie up a state legislat- 
urein Alabama, four years ago, 
tho judge of the infersor federal 
court made himself.a Czar of our 
laws. ‘The Doma of the Russians 
in its first attempt at legislation 
tor a constitutional gov rament 
wos pot treated with more con- 
tempt by the Ozar that was our 
logislature in their attempt to 
legislate against jtie power and 
dominanes of the railroad.”’ 

Reviewing the prohibiticn enact 
ment the ;overnor says that the 
first state wide vill was passed by 
over two thirds of the members 
of the legislature who had come 
to the capitol fresh from their 
constituents and therefors were 
voting according to the wishes of 
the people. Later, he says, it be- 
comes evident that the first law 
was not sufficiently powerful to 
make its enforcement sure He 
therefore called the legislature 
again in session and he olaims 
that the laws then passed can be 
epforced if the officers of the law 
will do their duty. 

The Amendment Question. 

The governor further declares 
that his main object in calling 
the legislature together the sec- 
ood time was in order that there 
should be a referendum to the 
people so that they might have an 
opportunity of saying whether or 
not sale of liquor should ever 
again be sanctioned in this state, 
and that it was not the purpose of 
the amendment to take from the 
people any of its rights 

“The state should feel hum- 
iliated that tbe liquor and beer 
mavufacturers north of the Ohio 
river shou!d get together in con- 
clave and dictate Alabama’s pro- 
hibition laws,’’ the governor says. 

Tn bis concluding paragraph on 
the prohibition laws of the state, 
the governor says that it is true 
that Alabama mav have a series of 
trouble in enforcing the prohib- 
ition laws yet so much of’ the 
country is agricaltural and 80 
little urban that the time wil 
surely come when improved con- 
ditions are so manifest that the 
rural people of tye state will 
have strength to say to the blind 
tigers and the wildcats and the 
copncomitants which trail after 
them—'‘‘get out.”’ 

Touching on the pension fund 
the governor says it has nearly 
doubled itsalf in the last four 
years. 

Of the state treasury he says 
that on December 1, 1906 the 
traasury vaults contained $915,- 
804.49, and on December 1 1610, 


$90,559.

Ine xplanation of the difference 
the governor meptions the expence 
of the sessions of the legislature, 
the cutting off of the liquor li- 
cense and the franchise tax on 
foreign corporations. which was 
declared to be unconstitutional. 
This latter, he says, cut short the 
estimated receipts and created a 
deficit. 

The governor furnishes a tab- 
vlated statement of the manner 
in which the extra expense to the 
state was oreated and than goes 
on to show that the money went 
to the support of the judiciary, 
the insane asylum, the deaf and 
dumb institute, the boys indus- 
trial school, tne medical college 
at Mubile, the rural and other 
schools, the university and girls 
school at Montevailo and to the 
old soldiers and winds up by in- 
forming the legislature that all 
this money if not so expended 
would be in the the state treasury. 

Governor Comer ascribes to 
pr hibition and temperance what 
he says 18 the advancement of the 
negro. fle says there has been 
frictions between the negro and 
.he whites, fewer murders, fewer 
assaults and fewer lynching than 
ever before, ‘There is no ques- 
tion but that liquor is bad for the 
Indians and the negro. andI, my- 
self, believe that there ig no ex- 
exption—that it is bad for ail,”’ 
says the governor. 


Jim McGill Commits Sui- 
cide.

1:80 o’clock Mr. Jim McGill com- 
mitted suicide at his home a few 
miles above Ozark, by taking a 
dose of strychine. Oa last Thurs- 
day night ho took a mule belong- 
ing to Will Blackman and a bug- 
gy belonging to Daniel Whiteheud 
took them to Abbeville where he 
sold the out-fit for $140. After 
having the check crshed, ths firm 
who made the purchase became 
suspicious of MeGill’s action, and 
the trade was called cff. Ie re- 
turned to this county and left the 
mule and buggy at an old ont 
house near the house of Mr. Tom 
Jackson’s. 
Op Saturday evening sheriff An- 
drews went out tohis home to 
make the arrest. He ask the 
sheriff to les him go out and 
speak to his ‘wife, who was at that 
time in tne lot. After talking to 
hera few minutes he stepped into 
the crib to throw out some fodder 
to his stock, and while 1n there it 
is supposed that he drank tho 
deadly drng. He then went into 
his house to change clothes. Af- 
ter doing this he askeq hia wife to 
prepare supper, and after supper 
he walked into his bed room, fell 
across the bed and was dead in a 
few miuut3s.

Rural Delivery Will Be Discontinued On 

All Routes Where the Roads Are 

Not Kept ia Good Condition. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General De Graw has taken on 
the role of good roads booster.

40 postmasters he ‘threatens to 
discontinue the service in local-

With gifts for publile purposes to- 
taling $19,816,000, Andrew Carnegie 
heads the list of rocord-breaking years | 
for philanthrople giving. John D, 
Rockefeller ran a close second with

$10,000,000. The total benefactions 
reach the enormous sum of $1650,000,- 
000. 

This sum would more than pay for 
a year's mainvenance of the German 
navy or the American army or navy, 
and would pay the debt of Greece or 
of the countries of Norway and Den- 
mark.
